Gang, 

The sun continues to remain fairly quiet, with no major flares for some 
time, and only a slight chance of an M-class flare over the next few 

days. As a result, the solar flux remains rather low. Today's solar flux 
was 160, which may be the peak of this 28-day solar rotation. Solar flux 
over the next week will drop back into the 120-130 region ... insufficient 
for 10M openings. If there will be any 10M openings, it will be this 
weekend before the solar flux dips below the 150 mark. 


HF bands will support normal DX propagation up through 15M, but not 
exactly "hot" conditions. 


On the lower bands, 80M, 40M and 60M (hey, I'm thinking ahead!), 
conditions saturday should show normal noise levels. However, saturday 
evening, the shockwave from a CME is expected to graze the earth and 
trigger active conditions, perhaps even a minor geomagnetic storm. This 
will cause above normal noise conditions on 40M and below, likely 
saturday evening through sunday. Major storm conditions MAY exist in 
the higher latitudes. 


AURORA WATCH 

NOAA has issued an aurora watch for saturday evening, and extending into 
sunday UTC, as a result of the expected arrival of the CME shockwave. 
This will likely not be severe enough to be seen in the U.S. It will be 
seen in the higher latitudes, about mid-Canada and extreme northern 
Europe, Alaska, etc. If a nice aurora develops in this region, very poor 
HF conditions will likewise exist. 


But for the rest of us below 50 degrees latitude or so, fairly normal HF 
conditions will exist, except for elevated noise levels on 40M and below 
if the shockwave hits. Propagation will be "mushy" on the higher bands, 
but still, a nice weekend to get on the air.

I used a couple of antennas and added my own twist. I have a 66' flattop, 
and drop off each end about 30' Its fed with 30' of 300 ohm tv twinlead, 
that id soldered to 20' of RG213. 

I had used the 66' dipole fed with a balun, switched to twinlead, and then 
did a windom. None of those were a firehouse on 40, and I had no signal on 
80 or 160. The present antenna loads on all bands with my mfj or the auto 
yeasu £c20 (must use the mfj on 160). 

The same group of guys in North Carolina that I had tried to talk to on 40 
for three Saturdays (with the 2 dipoles, and the windom said I must have 
gotten an amp. Same thing on 80. 

I have had very good luck with the antenna. The science behind the antenna 
was... it worked in my space and I had the components on hand. 

There is some directivity and gain to the antenna. Try one I think you'll 
enjoy it.

About a dozen years ago SM4CAN wrote a 27-page booklet, Practical Bobtail 
Layouts. (The half square antenna was not addressed). After trying various 


feed arrangements, he found that best results occurred with a parallel tuned 
circuit inserted between the bottom of the center element (a high voltage 
point) and ground, and the center conductor of the coaxial feeder tapped on 
to the coil. This in fact was how the original W6BCX design was’ configured, 
except for the use of a low impedance coupling link to attach the feeder, for 
coaxial cable feedlines weren't in general use in the 1930s.

After 
school qso's until way past bedtime helped the code speed climb to 13 wpm - 
again, all in the name of fun! No 'real' learning... 


I never considered taking a break from cw...it was (and still is!) too much 
fun! W1AW, code tapes n' tutors, pc code programs are great, but still 
remind me of 'work'. Nothing matches on-the-air qso's...Rod has a great idea 
and hope to hear some activity result...
